MR. ANDREWS, City Manager, reported a Model City program had been pre-
pared; the Council finds such program necessary to improve the living conditions
in the Model Neighborhood, and a Resolution had been prepered for suthorization
of submitting this program to the Housing and Urban Development for funding.

MR. DON DILLARD and MR. JIM MILLER, Consultants, along with tremendous
help from governmental sources, HUD, State organlzations, and others had accom-
Plished a tremendous job in getting this program underway for submission. MR.
DON DILLARD summerized the Model City document, and the funding. The supplemen-
tal funds of Model City cen be used in funding the projects or in metching other
federal sources. Other funds will come from local sources -- City, Chanber of
Comnerce, and other local means -- some in kind end some in cash. He listed
the City's responsibility as $46,600 in administration in Eind or in cesh.
Through Model Cities, the City exercises certain prioritles. Administration
of the Program was discussed. Also discussed were how the expanslion programs
of various departments through Model Cities would relate to the present respec-
tive operations, and if they would come under the existing departments. The
City Mansger explained, that there would be no additional levels of government
created. :

JERRY MAEE,
Department of Housing and Urben Development, spoke and enswered questlons.
